It was a tragic “holiday week” accident that was 
reported to the Arcadia Police Department at 12:58 a.m. 

Wednesday morning as two Arcadia teenagers and a 
Sierra Madre youth were 
seriously injured when their 
1966 Corvair Monza went 
out of control and over the 
bank on Santa Anita Ceun- 
yon Road, one mile north of 
Arno Street and within feet 
outside of the city limits of 
Sierra Madre. 

The Ardadia teenagers 
were both rushed to the 
Methodist Hospital and at 
this writing were listed in 
3 ^ serious condition and un¬ 
conscious.

ployment Opportunity Commission, has been establisnea lan. ovr.ir.ro tho mountains 

t^o enforce the new edict, which applies initially to all 
employers of 100 or more workers, and within three years 
will apply to employers of 25 or more. 

The racial aspects of the new law are, of course, the 
most important, and presumably less difficult to enforce 
than the sexual aspects. Even in that area, however, the 
new Commission chairman, Franklin D. Roosevelt, Jr., has 
run into trouble. Most state Fair Employment Practices 
laws which already prohibit racial discrimination in hirmg 
and personnel procedures, attack the problem by Insisting 
that employers be color blind in such matters as employ¬ 
ment applications and personnel records. To aid in en¬ 
forcement of the new federal law. Commissioner Roose¬ 
velt would circumvent state requirements by requiring 
employers to maintain “secret” records Involving employee 
head counts by race. 

Job discrimination based on sex is an even trickier 
matter. ’The Commission has drawn up a set of guidelines, 
making it illegal to: 

Designate Jobs as men’s or women s work unless the 
employee’s sex is a “bona fide occupational qualification ; 

Disqualify married women as applicants, unless mar¬ 
ried men are also disqualified; 

Refuse to hire men or promote women “because ot 
the preferences of co-workers, the employer, clients or cus¬ 
tomer”; j j 

Publish separate “male” and “female help-wanted ads 
in newspapers unless a disclaimer is published stating that 
U.S. law forbids sex discrimination. 

The guidelines, however, don’t cover endless possibil¬ 
ities for endless argument. Among the many complaints 
of sex bias already filed with the Commission is that of a 
woman assembler in a California electronics plant who 
has been denied promotion to a job classification which 
would require her to lift objects weighing more than 25 
pounds. Women are prohibited from lifting more than 25 
pounds by California law. 

And two Oakland prostitues have appealed convic¬ 
tion on the grounds of sex discrimination because their 
male customers were not arrested with them. 

Express Your Views 

The people are reading news items showing that state 
and federal governments are providing billions of dollars 
for a variety of welfare and spending projects that break 
aU records. 

There may be excuses for much of the spending, but one 
fact should be made clear in every newspaper report of 
so-called government largess—neither the state nor the 
federal government has a thin dime to give away that they 
don’t first take from the overburdened private citizen tax¬ 
payer. Governments are just agents of the people. 

Newspaper headlines and stories should stress: The 
taxpaying private citizens, rich and poor, do the giving, not 
the government.” If this distinction was made in comment 
in the press if the word “taxpayers” was substituted for the 
words “state” and “federal,” “governors” or “presidents,” 
more people would begin to realize that the money govern¬ 
ment “gives” is first taken from them in the form of taxes.
